We must keep careful watch 
on “America’s moves, apart from the 
motives which may be actuating the 
United States.” 

No clearer confession could be made of 
the far-reaching conquest against the United 
States which are planned as part of the at- 
tack on the Soviet Union and China. 

But, as if to add still another warning as 


to the meaning of the Berlin-Rome-Tokio al- 


_liance, there comes from the London office 


of the Associated Press the news that the 


V. S. has inquired 
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“informally from Britain and France the 
extent to which Germany is using the 
Canary Islands of the west coast of Africa 
as a submarine base. . . These inquiries 
were made after Munich, at a time when 
further attempts might be made to appease 
Germany... .” 
How speedily do these events confirm the 
warning of Earl Browder that: 
“Munich was a slap in the face of the 
United States . for the fascist encircle- 
ment of America.” 


How much force do they add to Browder’s 


latest declaration before a mass meeting at 


Washington, D. C.: 

“The Soviet Union’s peace policy on all 
sides precisely fits in with the national in- 
terests of the United States.” 

No American man or woman can ignore 
the menace which the fascist triple alliance 
and Munich hold for American safety and 


peace. In the face of the stark facts, every 


American who loves peace must see the force 
of Browder’s clear stand. 

Once the United States determined to or- 
ganize and maintain world peace, together 


with the Soviet Union and all peace forces, 
against the fascist war alliance which now 


plots against our national safety, “the entire 


international situation would have a changed 


character“ — (Browder).

„Why has the American monopolists’ press 
surpassed itself in unparalleled misrepresen- 
tation of the decision of 5,000,000 French 
workers to walk out en masse today in a one- 
day general protest strike? 


It is because in the truth of the French 
situation the American people would see 
mirrored the dangers that threaten their 
New Deal achievements and their democratic 
rights. 

And seldom was truth more difficult of 
distortion than of the great issues engaging 
the Republié of France. 

Unitedly the French workers, under the 
sterling leadership of the General Confedera- 
tion of Labor, are struggling to preserve their 
democratically won law on hours, their living 
standards and to save labor and the people 
from taxation without representation. 

To shunt attention away from the basic 
questions, the New York Daily News has 
jumped on the hobby-horse of fascism and 
reaction everywhere and is riding hellbent 
for leather against “Communism.” 

“The whole spectacle (in France) is 
an illustration of the difference between 
democracy and Communism,” editorializes 
the News. “The demo¢ratic way to bring 
about reforms or rebuke public servants is 
to marshal enough voters to win an election 
on whatever the issue happens to be.” 

That’s what you call turning an issue up- 
side down to make the people dizzy. 

Who is assaulting democracy in France? 
Premier Edouard Daladier, under inspiration 
from Hitler, Mussolini and Chamberlain, is 
attempting to destroy parliament and all 
democratic institutions of France. 


In the last general elections in 1936, by 
an overwhelming majority the French people 
voted for the social program which Daladier 
is seeking to wipe out in dictatorial fashion. 

Daladier has prevented the people’s duly 
elected deputies from meeting. Early this 
month, he and Finance Minister Paul Reynaud 


presented to a horrified France 32 decree 


laws as sweeping as measures that come from 
the pen of a Hitler or Mussolini. 

At one fell swoop, the chief gain of 
French democratic procedure, the 40-hour 
law, was destroyed. Unemployment was 
increased. Trade union contracts were 
voided. A tax running as high as an in- 
crease of 600 per cent was clamped down 
on poorly paid workers. An order to fire 
40,000 railroad workers was given. Crip- 
pled war veterans were unceremoniously 
thrown off pension lists. Wine, coffee, tea,

All this was not done by the French par- 
liament. It was done by Daladier and his 
close cronies in consultation with Britain's
